HISTORY OF MR. MAYO 

Mr. Frank W, Mayo, who is leaving this year to become principal of 
Span Ming High School in Barre, Vermont, was born in Houlton, Maine. 
He obtained his early training at Foxcroft Academy in Maine. 

Mr. Mayo attended Massachusetts State College, receiving a B.S. Degree , 
and later earned his Master of Education Degree at Bos tun University. He 
was Principal in schools in Antrim, New Hampshire and She! ton, Connecticut 
and came to Rutland m 1931 

Mr. Mayo was one of the uvo principals to assist in writing the first 
Guidance Manual Tor the State of Vermont. He is a member of the Executive 
Council of the Headmasters Club, and of the Executive Committee of the 
Vermont Education Association. 

During the fifteen vears Mr. Mayo has been in Rutland High School, 
two important changes have taken place. A Guidance Department has been 
instituted to advise students preparing for college, and to give help to any 
who need it. The Machine Shop has also been built and a Trade and Industrial 
Course added to the curriculum. 

Mr. Mayo will be remembered for his friendly years of service to Rutland 
High School as he has worked to make it what it is, one of the most hiethly 
reputed high schools in New England. We wish him success and happiness 
in his new position, even while we regret his leaving us 



HISTORY OF MR. FAIRCHILD 

Mr William W. Fairchild, who is retiring this year after serving this 
community well for a quarter of a century, was born in Knoxhoro, New 
York; He attended public schools in New York state and received his A.B. 
Degree from Syracuse University, Syracuse, New York in 1913. He later 
attended Columbia Lniversity in New York City from which he received 
his Master's Degree in ] 930. 

Mr. Fairchild began teaching in 1899, For two years he taught rural 
schools after which, at diflerent times, he was principal of schools in Knox- 
boro, Oneida Castle, Belfast, Port Jems, and Glens Falls T New York. He 
became superintendent of schools in Rutland in 192 L 

During his career in Vermont, Mr. Fairchild has been President of the 
Vermont State Superintendents of Schools Association, and President of the 
Tn-County Superintendents of Schools Association. He is a member of the 
New England Association of School Superintendents and has a life membership 
in the National Education Association. 

During Mr. Fairchdd's administration, Rutland schools have undergone 
numerous changes and improvements. The most notable of these, perhaps, 
is the construction of the Rutland High School building on Library Avenue 
to replace the old building on Center Street now known as Meldon Junior 
High School For this and other developments toward the betterment of 
Rutland's schools, Mr. Fairchild will be well remembered. We shall sin-
